AN OLD SOLDIER'S OPINION. 

What Gen. Speed S. Fry 
Thinks of Capital 
Removal. 



Judge W. H. Sneed received the 
following letter from Gen. Speeds- 
Fry, of Danville, in which he gives 
some very strong reasons why the 
Capitol should remain in this city: 

Danville, Ky. 

Friend Sneed: I see that a very 
strong and persistent effort is being 
made by the citizens of Louisville 
and Lexington to induce the Con- 
stitutional Convention, in session, to 
have the Capital removed from Frank- 
fort and established at one or the 
other of those two cities. The people 
of Louisville present a very, to them, 
formidable array of reasons why their 
city should be the recipient of this 
boon and are plying them with all 
the force they can bring to bear to 
Accomplish their purpose. They 
speak in most glowing terms of the 
wealth concentrated there, of the 
size of their city in the way of pop- 
ulation, of their many industries, of 
their trade and commerce, of their 
central locality, on account of their 
many avenues of communication 
with all parts of the State, thus ren- 
dering it so easy of access to all the 
members of future Legislatures and 
to the people. And in addition to 
these attractions they propose to do- 
nate the sum of $5U0,U00 to aid in 
the removal of the State archives 
and the erection of the new building 
for the Capitol. 

I remember well when this question 
was broached during the term I 
served in the Legislature, these peo- 
ple publicly announced that they 
would not contribute a farthing for 
such a purpose; that they really did I 
not care to have the Capitol in their , 
city; that it would adu nothing to j 
their growth and prosperity, and j 
could, in no sense, be regardeu as a ; 
decided advantage. 

Now I would like to know what 1 
great events have transpired since 
that time that should have wrought 
such a change in the spirit of their 
dreams; what has come to pass that 
has so suddenly awakened In their 
hearts such an immense desire to 
have this boon conferred upon them? 
Do they now see advantages to ac- 
crue to them that were not visible 
then? 

Have they discovered new avenues 
for the influx of wealth that had not 
then been developed, and all to result 
from having their city dubbed the 
Capital of the great State of Ken- 
tucky? 

If i am any sort of a judge of the 
motives which prompt men in matters 
like this, I think that pride and self- 
ishness be at the bottom of the whole 
movement, both upon the part of 
Louisville and Lexington. Tne one 
thinks that because she is populous 
and rich, pays a large portion of the 
State revenue, combined with all the 
other glittering and fanciful attrac- 
tions, that all other places in the 
State ought at once yield the palm to 
her superior claims. 

Lexington, though not having in so 
large a degree these advantages, yet 
she comes to the front with a $250,000 
subscription, boasts of her beautiful 
surroundings, her central position 
geographically, and 1 might add, her 
vast stables of blooded horses and 
the delicious aroma of her good old 
Bourbon whisky.
